T1IE  PROJECT  began  when 
Dale  Clarkson,  and  Gayle  Willis, 
both  ASC  students  fron  Mesa. 
Arizona,  attended  a session  ef 
summer  school  at  BYU  last  sum- 
mer. They  lived  in  the  "House 
of  Israel"  while  in  Provo  and 
were  favorably  enough  impres- 
sed to  try  to  organize  a similar 
house  in  Tempe. 

According  to  Clarkson,  stu- 
dentbody president  of  ASC.  >’ 
was  felt  by  those  concerned  that 
there  was  a strong  need  for  such 
a house  at  Tempe.  more  «o  than 
| at  other  institutions  like  the 


BYU  where  an  LDS  influence 
predominates. 

THERE  ARE  450  LDS  stu- 
dents in  a 6.000  studentbody  nt: 
ASC.  For  most  of  the  men  now 
living  in  the  Delta  Phi  House 
it  provides  them  with  their  only 
opportunity  to  participate  in  j 
family  prayers  with  meals  and 
dwell  in  the  LDS  ideal  family 
stylo  while  attending  college.  It 
was  primarily  for  this  reason 
that  the  church  authorities 
agreed  to  the  purchase  of  the 
house. 


I Although  the  idea  for  the 
I house  originated  in  the  House 
| of  Israel,  organization  >f  the 
Delta  Phi  House  is  different 
from  the  Israelites  in  several 
respects.  The  House  of  Israel  is 
the  home  of  12  returned  mis 
sionaries  who  are  organized  with , 
a business  manager,  and  divide 
] household  chores,  except  for  the 
, cooking,  which  is  done  by  a 
; hired  cook. 

AT  TEMPE.  allhough  the 
! house  is  owned  by  Delta  Phi, 

! not  all  who  live  there  belong  to 


that  fraternity  which  is  open  on- 
lv  to  returned  missionaries.  "We 
would  like  eventually  to  fill  the 
house  with  returned  missionar- 
ies," said  Clarkson,  "however, 
we  must  first  build  the  repu- 
tation and  prestige  of  the  house." 

Eighteen  LDS  men  live  in  the 
Delta  Phi  House.  They  are  or- 
ganized with  a business  manager 
and  two  counselors,  and  also 
have  a housemother  who  lives  in 
and  does  the  cooking.  House- 
hold chores  are  shared  by  the 
men.  Family  prayer  is  a daily 
; function  at  mealtime.

Since  the  publication  of  a confession  and 
public  apology  in  Tuesday’s  Daily  Universe 
issued  by  four  confessed  Carillonic  Bell  ring- 
ers, the  question  has  arisen  as  to  wether  the 
students  involved  were  truly  sincere  in  their 
statements. 

Several  observers  have  expressed  the 
thought  that  the  statement  was  an  instrument- 
of-the-moment  designed  to  get  those  concern- 
ed “off  the  hook”  with  the  administration 
officials.

If  they  are  truly  repentent  as  they  say — 
their  actions  will  show  it. 

Therefore,  when  time  has  proven  the  true 
inteht  of  the  group,  the  final  impression  of 
the  studentbody  concerning  the  honor  and  in- 
tegrity of  these  four  should  be  formed. 

Until  then  it  might  be  wise  to  adopt  a 
watch-and-wait  attitude.
